2. Beecher Is a hard-driving newsman with considerable 
Washington experience ( Wall Street Journal , Newsweek , New York 
Times and Deputy ASD(PA)T He has g iven CIA and the DoD considerabl e 
problems with his sensitive stories 

However, he has good credibility among correspondents and readers. 

He has just recently returned from an extensive trip to Bloc countries 
in Europe (we briefed him for that trip) and will go to China with 
Secretary Vance. 

3. I reconmend you see Beecher. If you agree, I will put 
him on your schedule in the next week or so.
